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Our location movements are in and unto themselves biometric patterns, and this may 
indeed be the most important challenge of them all when it comes to being uniquely 
identified in the context of living in an age of uberveillance. Corroborated with 
automated facial recognition systems, one is left wondering what the possibilities might 
mean for our human rights and long-term freedoms as individuals. This colloquium will 
feature SFIS Professors Katina Michael and Eusebio Scornavacca, IGD students 
Salah Hamdoun and Farah Najar Arevalo, HSD student Martin Perez Comisso, and 
invited speaker James Winterbottom, chief architect and product manager 
Deveryware.
